From a constructive standpoint the | 


most important event of the week has j 
been the passage by Congress of the 
railroad relief measure which author- : 
izes par::a! :-:>.y:neEts to be made to 
the roads os their claims of $500,000.- 
000 still due to them under the Gov- 
eratEen* guarantee. Considering that 
this bill is simply a tardy act of jus- 
tice it seems incredible that there 
should have beea any opposition to 
it, but in a!l legislative bodies unan- 
imity of opinion is seldom or ever 
encountered, especially in connection 
•with corporations. The fact is gener- 
ally lost sight of that the ?2<>.v<.»0.<jOO,- 
000 bonds and stocks of the roads are 
held by a vast horde of citizens who 
have invested their savings in them 
for income purposes. An apt illustra- 
tion of this is seen in the number of 
shareholders of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, which has reached the enormous 
total of 134.000, nearly half of whom 
are women. The bonds of the com- 
pany are just as widely distributed; 
and this is equally true with regard 
to the security holders of other roads. 
But leaving the owners of rne roads 
out of the question, it has beea dem- 
onstrated many times in the past that 
impoverished railways hurt the coun- 
try in more ways than one. not the 
least of which is in the unemployment I 
of labor. The railways •will now be in 1 
s. position to buy new equipment and j 
to carry out plans for 
betterments j

The Devil In Ireland 


ilQOTH sides in Ireland have been killing people, often un- 


*. J5 armed people, sometimes people not demonslrably guilty 
"of any offense, and frequently in the most brutal fashion. It is 
not quite certain who kijled first. Perhaps the practice started 
with the Ea?ter rebellion of 1916, when the insurgents began 
the shooting and the British troops, long after the crisis was 
past, continued it. At all events no official, policeman, soldier, 
Black-and-Tan freebooter, or British sympathizer is now safe 
in Ireland and neither is any known or suspected member of 
Sinn Fein. 
The Sinn Fein take spies and "traitors" out of their beds 


and shoot them and the soldiers take Sinn Fein leaders out of 


. their beds and shoot them. As a contest in atrocities it is hard 


to say where the advantage lies. We learn in the morning of 
the brutal murder by Sinn Fein of a dozen British officers in a 
hotel in Dublin, and in the afternoon of the brutal murder by, 
troops and police of a dozen spectators at a football match in 
the same city. Every day or so there are accounts of such in-' 
cidents as -.hat of last week, when a disabled ex-soldier, already; 
wounded b;. would-be assassins, was dragged out of a Cork hos-^ 
pital, supposedly by Sinn Feiners. and shot to death. 
! 


Sometimes "it is the Irish who do these things and some-j 


times it is the British. What happens is ^hat always happens, 
when a military force is given a comparatively free hand to re- 
press a resentful people. The violent and unstable minds on 


- both sides invariably get loose under such circumstances and 


are responsible for a good deal of wanton mischief. 


This must be distinguished from what the Sinn Fein call 


executions and the British assassinations, and also from those 
attacks and ambushes which are the only form of warfare of 
which the so-called republican army is capable. These are no 
worse than the picking off of enemy forces by sharpshooters, or 
by machine gunnery, or fay gas, or by long-range gun fire, or by 
'hand grenades, as happens in recognized warfare, but they 
loont up luridly against the background of a country which is 
nominally at peace. 
; 
One cannot be a complete partisan of either side unless 


* one is willing to condone much wanton bloodshed. No Ameri- 


can is called upon, or ought, to be a complete partisan. 
But 


many Americans certainly do believe that the greater blunder 
and the greater crime is that of the British government, which 
had it in its power to adopt a conciliatory attitude and did not, 
and which is assuming all the rights of government with few 
of the responsibilities. The issue of force was chosen, after all. 
in Downing street. 
A policy of moderation and restraint would, there is reason 


to believe, have won the majority of the southern Irish over to 
an honest home rule. But Lloyd George offered dishonest home 
rule and endeavored to enforce Bi'itish rule with a reckless and 
Irresponsible soldiery. In short, he might have laid the devil 
which is now inspiring both sides, 'and he did not.
